U is expected by many of the mem 


hers of the present legislature that some 
kind of a state grain inspection measure 
will be introduced during the present 
session. While the necessity of such a 
law ia apparent, it is acknowledged by 
those who are the most interested, that 
they are as yet unable to suggest a bill 
that will cover the points at issue. Un- 
der the present system all the grain 
shipped from Dakota is delivered into 
the hands of Minnesota grain inspectors, 
who, it is charged, sometimes inspect it 
with a reckless disregard for the ship- 
pers interest. 
It is this disregard that 


makei* it necessary to create a hoard of 
grain inspectors for North Dakota. The 
problem becomes more difficult to solve, 
however, when it is understood that the 
North Dakota grain inspectors must 
work in conjunction with like officials 
from Minnesota. To overcome this it 
has been suggested, and with some color 
of reason, that a delegation be sent to 
the Minnesota capital to ascertain if the 
legislature of that state will not place a 
sub-inspector at Fargo to work with 
like inspector from this state. The idea 
as suggested, is to have all Dakota grain 
inspected at Fargo and the certificates of 
inspection .signed by the representatives 
of both states. It is thought that such 
a measure would be of great benefit to 
the state in the way of protection against 
unjust inspection.

ago. The paper was wad before a joint 
meeting of toe Medical and Anthropo-

Dr. Thomas Willis, an eminent phydcian 
ef England. He was born to 1691 and 
died in 1671 He wrote concerning the 
enettncnf of epilepsy:
